Mr.  M.  S.  Bell  gave  a  welcome 
address  in  behalf  of  the  trustees  of 
the  college.  While  commenting  on 
the  rapid  growth  and  development 
of  the  college  as  a  whole  he  men-

Dr.  J.  L.  Beeson,  who  entered : 
that  morning  into  his  thirtieth  year 
of  service  as  a  member  of  the  6.  S. 
C.  W.  faculty,  brought  a  message 
of  cheer  and  joy  in  work!  “Blessed 
Is  the  man  who  has  found  work  to 
do.” 

Then  followed  the  welcome  of  the 
old  girls  to  the  new  giveu  by  Mary 
Moss,  president  of  the  Senior  De¬ 
gree  class;  Grace  Taylor,  vice-presi¬ 
dent  of  Y.  W.;  Janet  Ohristian,  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Sophomores,  now  Jun¬ 
iors:  Mary  Jane  Parker,  president 
of  the  one  time  Freshmen.
